THE ASYLUM BILL. 


The following is the text of the 
'owning bill, locating the Insane Asy- 
um at Reno, as it passed the Senate 
'esterday, and now awaits the signature 
t the Governor: 


The people of the State of JTtvada, 


epresented in Senate and Aisembly, do 
nact asf llows: 


SECTION 1. A Board, consisting of 


he present Board of Commissioners for 
he Insane, tha Lieut. Governor G. W. 
Huffakcr and W. E. F. Deal, is herc- 
iy created for the purpose of causing 
n be erected, on tlie State land near 
lie town of Reno, Wusuoe county, u 
uitaMe building or boitilings for the 


ot the indigent insane of the 


state uf Nevada.
